will be sand it will be necessary to stone it up,and with a 


platform on top. The cost would be $55.00. A pump would cost 


from $15.90 to $25.00,altogether about $75.00. Of course as 
you know it is hard to get an exact estimate,but my idea is 
to get a good well and have it in a place where a number of 
the Indians can use it and the more it is used the better.

When writing to the Department about 
this furnace I sent the contract to the bepartmen., 
and as ir. Marwood wus away from home doing some work, 
I could not get the copy of the contract ¢ ooner. 

I have been to the Ryerson Indianvay 
School and examined this furance and everythins seems 
to be, in first cluss shape. I Had llr. Marwood 
put a fire on and went over the radiators in the 
school and texcher's house, and find that tne new 
furnace sends up heat very much more quickly than 
the old one did. 


il examined theolu iurnace. It is all 
cracked and broxen up, ui it is scrap.I do not know 
of any person who is buying scrap around here at the 
present time, out owing to it being on the Island 
it is going to be a hard job to turn the scrap 
into money, but if possible I will do 80. 

Yhere are about 1300 bricks or parts of bricks. 
whese bricks are cement ones and in the taking down 
of the firnace they sre pretty nearly all broxen 
in two, and the lime adheres to the oricks that were 
not broken, and it is going to be a pretty hard 

job to make a sale of them. 
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In the meantime, I have them 
piled at the bac. of the teacher's house and if it 
is possible to make a sale of them I shall do 80-4

I have to report that in an interview with A. G. Slaght, K.C., 
M.P. for Parry Sound District, he talked to me about the 
painting of the Shawanaga Indian Day School and in the course 
of conversation I explained to him that there are two other 
schools to paint, one Parry Island and the other Lower 
French. 


We talked of Widow Wm. Fritsche, who has a man 
by the name of Nurnberg employed to do the painting, and I 
explained to Mr. Slaght that Nurnberg had painted my house 
and made a goad job of it amd I was sure that he would make 
a first class job of the school at the price quoted. Mr. 
Slaght asked me if it was satisfactory for me to have Mrs. 
Fritsche get the contract with Nurnberg to do the work for 
her, and I told him that I was satisfied that we would get 
a& better job done on the schools than has ever been done 
before.

Authority was granted last year for these toilets to ie 
amount of $112.00, I was unable to proceed with t work last year 
due to both the shortage of material and labour. I propose, if 
possible, to ave it done this sumer but a review of tie situation 
shows the costs to \e considerably increased due to prices of both 
material and labour. 


I would be glad to ave these costs for the variow sohools 
passed if at all possible but should it not be possible to pass 
on the amounts requested ‘ecause of non-inclusion in the estimates, 
you might indicate what amounts woul @ available for expenditure 
on the various schools and I i411 ‘ave as such as possible come 
pleted this year and the balance next year, Your prompt attention 
to this will be apreciated as I would like to have te work 
completed during the sumer holidays.

the case was brought to the attention of Treasury 
officials and it was noted that on your voucher you 
did not include the Income Tax deductions and 
Employers’ ‘hare of the Unemployment Insurance. We, 
on the other hand showed the Income Tax Deductions 
but not the Employers’ share of the Unemployment 
Insurance, 


The Treasury Branch are requesting 
that for every vouchered labour return you pay the 
Unemployment Insurance, both employers and mployees 
share; and the Income Tax which should be sent to the 
local Income Tax Office, and then prepare a voucher for 
the amount of the Gross Salary paid plus the employers 
share of the Unemployment Insurance. Also quote the 
cheque number sent to the Income Tax office. 
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This means that in the case of these 
two pay lists the voucher should have read for 
$149.70, as the voucher for $149, has been put 
through.Iin order to keep the books straight you 
should place another voucher for 70¢ to clean up 
the imployers share of the Unemployment Insurance 
providing the employee concerned has had his stamp 
placed in a book.

Mr. Paget 
informed me that while he was there last sumer he was 
frequently asked by Americans why the Government did not 
provide a school far the Indian children who are running 
wild around the place.

The Agent has not furnished an estimate of the 
cost Of supplying the above material, but I would like to 
advise that he be authorized to purchase the flooring, 
roofing, windows, doors and nailg required, and also that 
he Oversee and be responsible for the carrying out of this 
work.

If the results attained by that time would warrant the build- 
ing of a school on the reserve thes matter would then receive 
consideration. You should take the necessary steps to see 
whether you can rent this house and inform the Department as 
to the amount of rent required. It can then be fitted up and 
used for school purposes and Mra. McLaren, who is at present 
teaching at the Mission Bay School, can be transferred ther 
ac teacher. 


If you succeed in obtaining the house youuwshould 
state what would be required in the way of having a class-room 
fitted up for school purposes, also, if desks are required, 
whether suitable ones for the purpose could not be made at the 
Place. It is considered that the Indians themselves should 
perform any labour required in having the house fitted up for 
school purposes.

morning. Hence she is pexax persona non grata to the good 

Father, which is too bad, because she ig really interested in 
Indiand. 


The situation will clear itself up in due coursej 
because the attendace at Sand Point has fallen so low that 
School will most likely have to be closed next summer. Miss 
Hmmer will then be looking for a school. I am very favourap 
disposed to her, myself, and, if Lacourcidre resigns his 
at Whitefish Bay (Kenora) at theend of the year, I have 
kr. Kdwards to keep Miss Hamer in ind. Or, if Mis 
Leavallee quits Birch island at the end of the year, you 
like to give Miss Hamer that position. 


I have spoken to a 000 any people avout tnis 
young lady. above all, she would like to be employed as al 
of field matron, Organizing the Indian women intc sewing circlg 
and the like. In such work she would be an Outstanding success, 
I should think.

Vz XTRACT from inspector Greening's Report on his 
inspection of the SAND POINT INDIAN DAY SCHOOL on June 
10, 1932. 


Original on Pile 9-10-6. 


I am distinctly disappointed in the work done by 
this school during the past year. The Indian parents have 
plainly failed to cooperate with the teacher. Attendance 
has been poor, and some of the children are very neglected. 
Two of them (one the Chief's son) seemed to be attending 
school while suffering from scabies. 


Whatever may be the representations made to the 
Department at Ottawa, it is the considered opinion of Lr. 
Agent Burke and myself that the advantage being taken by 
the Indians at Sand Point of this school most decidedly 
does not warrant the expenditure being made. 


It would be much better to close the Sand Point 
School at the end of the present term, and open a school 
at Grand Bay next autumn. In company with Mr. Agent Burk 
the Inspector called in at Grand Bay. There is a partially 
completed residence that would do admirably for a school 
until the building at Sand Point can be brought over the 
lake.

I have discussed the matter with mr. Burk, 
so that this letv.er contains the views of both of us. 


There is no doubt that Miss Hamer is “in 
wrong" with the Indians at Sund Point. It may be 
partly her own fault, as her tongue has not always been 
toOcarefully bridled, but there is certainly no doubt 
that her zeal in seeing that the children get to school 
and attend in a clean condition has helped to make the 
situation worse. As I have already told you, she 
is "non grata" with the Missionaries, (I have never been 
able to find out why, but I suspect that she has been 
talking too much), and it would be altogether inadvisable 
to send her to Grand Bay. It would militate decidedly 
against its success. If Miss Hamer is to be given 
another school, it had better be out of this Agency, 
because Mr. Burk tell me that, Father Hingston having 
heard that she was likely to be sent to Mobert, wrote 
him to ask that such move be not put through. 


I have given the young lady a good talking to, 
and Mr. Burk telle me that he thinke she will take it to 
heart. Miss Hamer has done yood work among the indians, 
and has always been genuinely interested in them. i 
asked Mr. Burk particularly if he thought ehe ought to be 
let out altogether, or whether he thought that her past 
services warranted another school. He thinks that she 
deserves consideration, but he does not want to send her to 
Grand Bay or to Mobert. I should, mysel@, be inclined 
to give her a chance, but if Father Hingston does not want 
her at Mobert, there may be similar objections to her being 
sent to any Jesuit mission. you might like to wive her 
another chance, or you might decide not to bother with her 
any more. I have, personally, no interest in her other 
than a belief that she is capable of good work as a teacher 
if she ig acceptavle otherwise.

The indians in this Agency

$265.00.

Dear Mr. Ferrier: 


I just returned from Lake Ninigon 
on my last tour of inspection before freezeup. 
Mr. Greening, the R-e &. School Inspector, was 
rather anxious to inspect the Lake Nipigon 
schools before the freezeup. We were 
certainly very lucky 4s we encountered a 
terrific hail and snowstorm 15 minutes after 
we tied up at the dock. Mr, Greening certainly 
was frightfully sick going up the lake, as the 
weather was very rough, but I must confess once 
he reached dry land and consumed a few cups of 
tea he was as lively as a cricket. 


Mr. Greening seems to be a very 
fine fellow and I am sure is a very good school 
inspector. He was very favoursbly impressed 
with the good work Miss Hamer is doing at Sar d 
Point not only in school hours but also socially. 


The classroom at Sand Point and also 
the kitchen and bedroom really should be kalsomined. 
I was just wondering if it would he possible to 
stretch a point and order a furnace for Sand 
Point. A wood burning furnace would really pay 
for itself in a few years, as you burn approx 
{mately twice the amount of fuel with ox stoves 
and this combined with the features that the 
classroom should be !::lsomined every year when 
stoves are used, and the everls ir dragging 
in wood and fixing fires which undoubtedly 
disturbs the pupils, would more than counter 
balance the expense of the furnace. 


Ifthe Department would consider a 
furnace for Sand Point we could get one installed 
for a very reasonable figure. At this time of year 
when the plummbers and tinsmiths sre not rushed a 
furnace could be installed for ap; roximately $300.00. 
If you could poss bly see your way clear to authorize 
this expenditure I can sssure you it will be very 
much appreciated. 

Weather is much colder at the Head of 
the Lakes and is hard on one's coal bin.

I have your letter of the 11th instant, 
regarding the moving of the Sand Point Indian Day 
School building to the Grand Bay Reserve. 


In reply I have to say that the Department 
considers that there has been delay on your part in 
having this work completed and also with regard to the 
extra cost over your first estimate. In your letter 
dated May 25th, you stated that this school could be 
moved for approximately $300 by using a large scow, 
plus the sum of $200 for rations to the Indian labour- 
ere who perform the work, and that the work could be 
carried out during the past summer holidaye. You 
received the necessary authority by official letter 
dated June 7th, last. Our appropriation for the 
purpose will lapse at the end of the present month, 
and we have no funds provided in our Estimates for 
the coming fiscal year for this work. The Depart- 
ment now notes that, besides the anount that was paid 
for supplies to the Indians, viz., $149.99, » further 
amount of $603 will be required to do the work. In 
this connection I have to confirm the following nicht 
lettergran of today's date:

It is noted that there will be further 
accounts rendered which, you state, should not exceed a 
total of from thirty to forty dollars. I would request 
that you render all accounts in connection with the 
moving of this school as soon as possible. The expend- 
iture in this matter has been greatly in excess of the 
first estimate submitted by you. In your letter dated 
June 4, 1932, you stated the cost of moving this building 
from Sand Point to Grand Bay would not exceed, approx- 
imately, $500.00, while the total expenditure to date 
has been in the vicinity of $1,300. In view of the need 
for strict economy and the necessity of making a great 
reduction in our Appropriation, it is doubtful, if we had 
been aware that the cost would be so high, if authority 
would have been granted to move the building.

On October 28, I made an inspection of the village 


Sphbe61, Baugeen Agency, in which hae been installed a Kir- 


Ben warm air furnace and ventilating system replacing the 
Smead-Dowyd system erected with the building. 

On the date of the inspection

capability. The furnace is however, Ir kind and 
contracted for, I am of

In the placing of the furnaces the supports of 
bricks under do not ay é substar il e gh and these 
should be strengthened by providing a larger and more satis- 
factory base support. The cost of this will probably be 
about *19.00 which should be deducted from the amount due the 
Kir-Ben Company when settling with i, ar ! st of add- 
itional supporte paid for./) Certain repairs are necessary to 
the school including pointed up of stone work, resetting stone 
cap on chimney, oiling and varnishing of school desks and 
oiling of floors, 

The school desks should be treated as soon as poss- 
ible as the woodwork is warping and the joints loosening for 
lack of this. 

There are in this school 50 single desks in fair 


condition except for minor repairs and the finishing and 


varnishing, and the pupils enrolled hereare only 24 with an 
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average attendance of only 17, and as jesks in excess of 
heir needs are on hand and are required at the Scotch 

Settlement School on this Reserve, I would recommend that 
seven of the surplus desks of the recuired size needed be 
transferred to the Scotch Settlement School to fill their 


requirements.

Village Day School in reference to the heating has prepared 
a tabular statement of temperaturesof the class-room on Feb=- 
ruary 12,13, 14 and 19, The results shown are not satisfac- 
tory, and the temperature is certainly not high enough for 
comfort. It is noted that the temperature is very low at 
9 o'clock and rises rapidly during the day. This shows con- 
clusively that the fires are not being properly attended to 
or the temperature would be Smaintained at a normal point at 
all times. It ie impossible to heat a class-room the size of 
the one there with ite very high ceilinge unless the building 

a+ the right temperature on the opening of the ech ol. The 
furnace is capable of properly heating the building, it being 
considerably larger in capacity than is necessary for this put 
pose. The trouble, therefore, appears in the attention given, 
and posesiblg yhe fuel used is not dry. With reference to this 
I may say that you were written to on January 24ti: last, and 
requeated to give certain information with respect t« the at- 
tention given the furnace and the fuel used.
